The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art has been found 
teaching or suggesting a probe molecule having a first and second base regions that form a hybrid 
containing at least one 2'-0-alkyl ribonucleotide wherein the probe forms a complex with an RNA target 
but not with a non-targeted nucleic acid and wherein the complex comprises a single- stranded form of the 
probe.
